REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Members of your School Committee for the months of January and February 
im 1973 included the following: Raymond L. Gehling, Jr., re-elected Chairman; 
‘Francis P. Keaney, Secretary; Warren Jordan, Associate Member; John H. Merrill, 

_ Associate Member; and J. Francis O’Rourke, Associate Member. 


Following the annual Town election the Committee held a special meeting 
and organized in the following manner: Raymond L. Gehling, Jr., re-elected Chair- 
man; Francis P. Keaney, re-elected Secretary; Warren Jordan, Associate Member; 

John H. Merrill, Associate Member; and Mary M. Walsh, Associate Member. 


During the school year the Principals were present, by arrangement, to dis- 
fuss personnel, programs, preliminary budgets and curricula. 


Driver Education has been continued with the classroom instruction being 

_ given during the regular school day and the “Behind The Wheel Training” sched- 

led after school hours. The Fred C. Browne Ford Agency of Walpole makes two 
tars available for this purpose for which we are grateful. 


The School Committee has sponsored youth summer recreational programs 
_ which include swimming and safety instruction at the Hopkinton State Park. 
_ Evening Practical Arts courses were expanded this year. 


School Committee policy relating to bids include preparation, advertising, 
public opening for the following contracts: bus, supplies, equipment, fuel, milk, 
_ bread, business equipment, etc. 
h Maintenance of school grounds and buildings is a continuous process during 
the four seasons of the year. 
Pupil insurance is offered on a voluntary basis to parents. Because of the 
se involved, the rates are reasonable and serious consideration about partici- 
"pation in the program should be given by parents. At the opening of school each 
"year information concerning the program is made available. All claims to date which 
are in keeping with the coverage offered by the policy have been honored. 


The Committee continues to serve as co-sponsor of the Brownies, Cub Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, Boy Scouts and Explorers. 


The Committee voted that Raymond Gehling would be the delegate and John 
Merrill the alternate delegate at the annual meeting of the Massachusetts Association 
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of School Committees which was held at the Sheraton-Hyannis in October. Dr. R 
Superintendent, also attended this convention. The Committee maintains an active 
membership in the Area II School Committee Association. 


The School Committee has endorsed the participation of the local school 
system in various federally supported programs which include: Program For Stu- ; 
dents With Learning Disabilities, Early Childhood, Public Law 89-10, Title I Sum- 
mer Elementary School Program, Title If Library Program, and the National 
Defense Education Act Program. Leadership in these programs exerted by the 
Superintendent and Principals is most beneficial. 


The School Committee and Millis Teachers’ Association, an affiliate of the 
Massachusetts Teachers’ Association, have been negotiating for the 1974-1975 
contract since last October. Chairman Francis Keaney and Warren Jordan meet as 
a sub-committee with the local teachers’ group and its spokesman from the Massa- 
chusetts Teachers’ Association. President of the Millis Teachers’ Association, Mrs. 
Carolyn Paton, and staff members from the local elementary and secondary levels 
and Mr. Thomas Collins, Elementary Supervising Principal Tepresenting the admin- 
istration, Superintendent of Schools Dr. Roy attended all meetings. By mutual 
agreement the meetings are conducted in closed sessions. It is anticipated that the 
agreement which covers teachers’ salaries for 1974-1975, the only area being re- 
viewed, will be finalized soon. 


The School Committee has devoted much time and effort studying, adjusting 
and reviewing its budget with administrators, coordinators, department heads, 
cafeteria manager, and head custodian, and believes its request is a minimum to 
operate efficiently and effectively the schools for 1974-1975. 


In closing, the Committee wishes to extend its thanks to the members of the 
faculty, administrators, school personnel, Town Departments, American Legion, 


members of the PTA, the Lions Club, and the Townspeople for their cooperation 
and assistance in making the school year of 1973 beneficial and profitable.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Herewith I present my twenty-fifth report as Superintendent of Schools. It 
s the eighty-second report in a series of School reports which began in 1892. In- 
eluded in my report are selections of the reports of the principals. 


The school report contains the following statistical reports: 


Distribution of Minors (October 1972) 

Grade Population (October 1, 1972/School Registers) 
School Personnel—New (1973-1974) 

‘Financial Statement (December 31, 1973) 


Reports were received from all Elementary Subject Matter Chairmen, Depart- 
‘ment Heads, Coordinators, School Physician and School Dentist. 


Tn 1949 an elected three member School Committee served the community 
with an enroliment in grades K—12 of 465, a Superintendent of Schools, a faculty 
and administration of twenty-five housed in one building. In 1973 an elected five 
“member School Committee, a Superintendent of Schools, an Elementary Super- 

vising Principal plus two Assistant Elementary Supervising Principals for grades 
K—6 plus special class, a Junior-Senior High School Principal, an Assistant Junior- 
Senior High School Principal and a Director of Guidance staffed the schools. 
Specialists in the areas of reading, music, art, physical education, learning disabil- 
ities and speech have been added to the program. 


For organizational purposes Elementary Subject Matter Chairmen with the 
responsibility of curriculum in grades K—6 in their respective areas are employed. 
At the secondary level Department Heads have similar responsibilities. Two Co- 
ordinators with responsibilities in their areas of art and music cover the system 
K-12. 


In 1949 one school building presently the Memorial School, formerly the 
Millis Consolidated School, housed grades K—12. In 1973 the Clyde Brown School 
with thirteen classrooms erected in 1954, housed grades K—1—2. The Memorial 
School with seventeen classrooms housed a kindergarten, grades 3—S and 6. The 
_ Memorial School Annex located temporarily in the Junior-Senior High building 
used ten classrooms to accommodate students in grades 3 and 4. The Millis Junior- 

Senior High School erected in 1961 and the $800,000 addition erected in 1966, 
housed grades 7 through 12. 


Regional programs in which Millis participates include the Tri-Valley Regional 
Special Education Program which also serves the towns of Ashland, Holliston, 
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Medway, Medfield and Hopkinton. Communities involved in the Early Childhoo 
Program with Millis are Ashland, Hopkinton, Framingham and Franklin. Millis h is 
been active in the Framingham Youth Guidance Center since 1968. In 1973 Milli 
voted to participate in the Tri-County Regional Vocational Technical School and 
the Regional School Committee is in the process of interviewing for a second ti 
the finalists for the position of Superintendent-Director. 


The overall philosophy of the school system is to develop individually each — 
pupil to the greatest extent intellectually, socially, emotionally and physically. 


Measuring educational outcomes has been a serious problem. It has been 
stated that there has’ been an overemphasis on the subject matter achievement of 
students. Using a test as the only measure of achievement is inadequate because 
learning involves much more. Learning to be more independent and self directing 
and the ability to make moral and ethical judgments are significant.

School Committees are requested to identify, diagnose and 
evaluate special needs of students age 3—21 who have not eamed a high school 
diploma or equivalent. Core evaluation teams can best do this. Staff needed include 
Reading Specialist, Learning Disabilities Specialist, Special Needs Teacher, Speech 
and Hearing Specialist, Nurse, Guidance Personnel, and some part-time professionals 


including a physician, Psychometrician, psychiatrist and social worker. Programs 
are to be offered to serve the individual.

REPORT OF THE MILLIS JUNIOR—SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL 


Educational life at the secondary school level continues to be active, with its 
many changing and revised programs. The major objective for this school year is the 
‘completion of the self evaluation in preparation for a visiting committee represent- 
“img the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. 


In 1964, Millis Junior-Senior High School was evaluated and received accred- 
Hftation for a ten year period, which required two-year and five-year progress reports. 
The Commission on Public Secondary Schools is officially recognized by the United 
“States Commissioner of Education as the Agency which awards accredited and 
“candidate status to public secondary schools in New England. The Commission is 
_tesponsible for assigning visiting committees to schools requesting an evaluation. A 
7 ‘school i is evaluated and accredited on the basis of its Philosophy and Objectives, 
Program of Studies, Guidance Services, Educational Media Services (Library and 
| Teeth Services), School Staff, Records, Administration, Plant and Equip- 
“ment, School and Community Relations, Financial Support and School Atmos- 
phere. 


The greatest single value of an evaluation is that of school improvement. The 
“self-study, followed by the objective scrutiny of a visiting team of professional 
“educators, can improve significantly the educational programs. Evaluation proced- 
ures have effected needed changes in the instructional offerings to our young 
People. 


q The evaluation of each department must be based on the statement of 
Philosophy and Objectives, which was developed by a team of teachers, students 


and parents, and, subsequently, approved by the Superintendent and School Com- 
Mittee. 
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The Statement of Philosophy follows: 


It is the belief of the faculty and administration of Millis Junior- 
Senior High School that education has a transcendent purpose: to develop 
an individual’s potential skills——academic and vocational and to expose —_ 
the individual to a variety of occupational skills, to foster an awareness 
in the individual that a society needs these skills, to try to develop in the 
student a sense of responsibility, and to encourage the student to make a 
positive contribution to the larger society. 


It is accepted that people have a basic desire to learn. It is the re- 
sponsibility of the school to recognize the respective areas of student 
learning interest, and to facilitate the growth of the student’s development 
in these areas through a variety of program offerings. With as many educa- 
tional resources as the community can muster and with the cooperation of 
that community, these offerings should be adapted to the needs of the 
individual students. 


Since the student is to be the prime beneficiary of education, it 
follows that the student should be granted some latitude in decision- 
making relative to needs, goals, and values. Therefore, it is the function 
of the teacher to respond to individual needs and to offer an appropnate 
learning experience. 


There are logistical and physical limitations to the attainment of 
such a goal, but a prime concern is to encourage the student to direct his 
or her own learning so that he or she may continue upon graduation to 
be an active participant in a society constantly undergoing change. 


As each department discloses its findings to the Staff and Administration, an 
increasing concern is evident for adequate space, if our programs are to be designed © 
toward the improvement of instruction, both individual and group. One may ques- ; 
tion this uneasiness since the school, designed for 1100 students, has an enrollment 
of less than 800, with a capacity of 900. The problem, of course, is the use of ten 
classrooms, one storage room, one office and two small rooms by elementary Staff 
personnel. The secondary school family has lived comfortably in the past with the 
housing arrangement. The time is rapidly approaching, however, when the Junior 
and Senior High School students and Staff will need more of its building, not only 
to provide standard programs and introduce essential ones, but also to provide for 
expanded services. Presently, the secondary school is used to Capacity in the areas 


of music, physical education, industrial arts, learning disabilities, guidance services 
and audio visual storage. 
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This year, high school students were introduced to a form of college type 

! ing called Individual Student Scheduling (ISS). It consists of the preliminary 
ction of courses by students, the establishment of sufficient sections for each 

subject, the development of a master schedule to minimize conflicts, and the final 

development of courses by each student. 


Some obvious advantages of ISS are: 


| 1. Students are directly involved in selecting their courses and resolving what- 
ever conflicts may exist in their program. 

2. Students enter the scheduling room with more course information such as 
time, teacher, modules, and room number. 

3. Students know their exact schedule before the opening day of the next 
school year. 

4. Conflicts are almost non-existent. 

5. Early scheduling enables teachers, the administration, and the guidance 
_ department to resolve schedule problems in the presence of students. 


A student survey indicates an overwhelming approval of individual student 
scheduling 


In addition to the ISS program, steps to improve and strengthen the modular 
_ schedule program were introduced. The significant changes are the homeroom 
_ arrangement and a rotation plan of the modular schedule. 


All students report to a homeroom for purposes of attendance, announce- 
ments, distribution of materials and any other information that may need to be 
disseminated at that time. 


The rotation of the modular schedule serves two basic purposes: 


1. The elimination of attending classes at the same time each day. 
2. The opportunity for more students to utilize any unscheduled first 
and last modules. 


A research and development program was introduced this past summer. The 
School Committee was supportive of two programs that were recommended for 
study. The two departments involved in the research were mathematics and social 
studies. In addition to the Research and Development Program, the following de- 
Partments have introduced changes in their curricula: industrial arts, science, 
business, art, music, foreign language and English. 
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I would like to acknowledge the cooperation of the many organizations in 
community which have assisted the school. Among them are the P.T.A., the Milli 
Parents’ Music Association, the Boosters’ Club, the Lions’ Club, the veterans’ org 
izations and the Halloween Committee. 


Also, I would like to recognize Joseph Nicholson, who has served as a lable 
liaison between the School Committee and the Superintendent, the students and 
the Principal, and the school and the Massachusetts Department of Education.

REPORT OF THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Development of elementary level programs has continued. Improved and 
expanded programs in mathematics, reading, social studies, science and music have 
shown evidence in interest and increased proficiency on the part of the youngsters. 
New and revised units in social studies combined with field trip opportunities have 
allowed our youngsters to live vicariously in the great world around them, through 
experimental units of study. 


Caines. 


Definite educational benefit for the staff and student body has been derived — 
from the performance of the Special Services department under the direction of the 
Elementary Pupil Personnel Board. Approximately 200 school children have re- 
ceived individual services through this department. Youngsters are directly served 
through the School Psychologist, Speech Therapist, Adjustment Counselor, Special — 
Education Programs, Framingham Youth Guidance Center and the Testing Program. 


This year, a conscious effort was made to bring the reading, speech, and leam- 
ing disabilities specialists together to lear and consider common problems. We have | 
found this to be beneficial to us and, most importantly, to the individual child who | 
has a problem in the language development area. | 

: 


re The teachers, adjustment counselors and administration have organized the 
Mini-Staffing Committee to coordinate the handling of referrals of student prob- 
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so that the entire staff is involved and the parents can play a part in a pupil’s 
justment to school life. The emphasis is on a positive and definite plan for under- 
‘standing and handling students having difficulty in school. 


Our participation in the Regional Early Childhood Education and Resource 
Center has extended into grade five and hopefully will continue into grade six dur- 
img the 1974-1975 school year. During the past year, an evaluation of the program 
was conducted by Psychometrics, Inc. of Falmouth, Mass. The rationale underlying 
the evaluation design was developed from the program objectives as they are stip- 
ulated in the Project Grant Proposal. 


The objectives fall into four general categories and these categories were 
developed into the integral and interrelative components of the evaluation scheme: 


a) assessment of teacher change in terms of teaching philosophy and 
teaching style. The data from the evaluation clearly indicates that 
the Pilot Class teachers have been positively influenced by their 
ECC experiences. This data indicates that: 


1) ‘these teachers are re-working their ideas about “what” 
and “how” children learn. 

2) these teachers are catalyzed by this ECC experience 
into experimenting with new methods of creating a 
child-centered activity oriented classroom environment. 

3) the teachers are enthusiastic about continuing their 
project participation. 


b) assessment of the affective growth of the children in the ECC 
Demonstration and Pilot classrooms. The children in the ECC 
Demonstration classes showed highly significant indices of 
affective growth. 


c) assessment of the Cognitive growth of the children in the ECC 
Demonstration and Pilot classrooms. There were no significant 
differences between the ECC class results and the Control group 
results, hence, the evaluator concluded that there is no evidence 
that the ECC Demonstration Class had any deviant effects in 
cognitive development, ie. the children experienced normal 
growth in all cognitive areas at the levels measured. 


d) assessment of parents’ support of the rationale and the educational 
activities of the ECC Project. The results of the survey clearly indi- 
cates that the responding parents (71.94% rate of return) 
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1) were very knowledgeable of the Projects goals and 
activities. 

2) Parental expectation-fullfillment was extremely high. 
Parental commentary was very explicit in terms of the 
positive educational impact that they felt the project 
experience had on their children. 

4) A correlation of parental perceptions of affective 
growth as exhibited by their child and affective growth 
as measured by the Tape Cassette Survey indicates an 
extremely high relationship exists between those affective 
growth measures of the evaluation schema. 


Incoming Kindergarten pupils and their parents were given the opportunity 
to participate in a very comprehensive oreintation prior to the opening of school in 
the fall. Over 95% of the children and their parent/parents attended the 90 minute 
program which included meeting the teacher, familiarizing themselves with their 
new surroundings and an in-depth explanation of bus safety which included the 
participants experiencing riding the school bus. The very successful opening of 
Kindergarten was the best indication of the program’s success. 


To improve communication and to involve teachers and parents in the organ- 
ization and evolving of the elementary school program, representative teachers and 
parents meet with the supervisory principal monthly. Together they discuss prob- 
lems, ideas and solutions relating to the school environment and the curriculum. As | 
an advisory body, it is hoped that this committee will serve as a positive force for 
increasing the effectiveness and harmony of elementary school education. 


Practice teachers who have come to us from nearby colleges have been of E 
high caliber this year. Pupils have gained from having contact with these young . 
persons who are full of energy and ideas. 


The quality of our In-Service Programs has improved greatly during the past 
year. Workshops in the various disciplines have been conducted as well as programs 
pertinent to the entire staff such as Human Relations and Learning Disabilities. A 
Mathematics Objectives Survey was conducted by the State Department of Educa- 
tion during one of our meetings. Millis teachers were part of a 20% sampling of all 
Massachusetts teachers who participated in the survey designed to obtain an evalu- 
ation of the importance and placement of mathematics objectives in schools 
throughout the Commonwealth.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In February the commission requested the Norfolk County Conservation Dis- 
trict to undertake a natural resources inventory of the town. The following in- 
formation about Millis was agreed upon as a starting point for the project: 


. We have very little town-owned land. 

. We have much wetland. 

Park land is inadequate. 

Playfields, swimming facilities, passive recreation lands, a town forest, 

and boating and fishing facilities are needed. 

5. Protected corridors along all streams are advisable. 

6. Greenbelts to divide the town into different use areas and to separate 
us from the built up sections of other towns should be considered. 

7. Some of our business sections need to be revitalized. 

8. Parts of Route 109 need visual improvement to offer an attractive 

entrance to the town. 


eee 


Aseries of three meetings was held during the early summer to provide members 
of town boards and the public an opportunity to study and react to the preliminary 
report and the soil maps. The suggestions made at that time have been incorporated 
into the final report and the commission is now working on plans for acquiring land 
for recreation and watershed protection. 


At the annual town meeting it was voted to designate two parcels of land for 
conservation purposes. One is 11 acres on Grove Street, wooded with small trees 
and, except for about two acres, is wetland sloping away from the street to a 
stream that flows through the length of the property. The second parcel is three 
wooded acres between Spring and Pleasant Streets. A stream flows through it 
into Millis Brook. These are two excellent examples of land that should be pro- 
tected for watershed as well as for the enjoyment of the townspeople. 
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In April we had our first hearing under the Wetland Protection Act, a revision 
of the Hatch Act. This law provides that “no person shall remove, fill, dredge or 
alter” any protected area without an order of conditions from the conservation 
commission. Protected areas in Millis include “any bank,...flat, marsh, meadow 
or swamp bordering on...any river, stream, pond or lake or any land under such 
waters or any land subject to...flooding....”” The purpose of the act is to protect 
wetlands as natural recharge areas supplying ground water for wells, to avoid 
damage from floods, and to protect both ground and surface water from pollutio 
Anyone planning to alter wetland must file notice of their intent with'the conser- 
vation commission. A public hearing will then be held and an order of conditions 
will be determined. Forms for filing and guidelines to assist applicants are availabl 
in the town clerk’s office. 


Our third annual roadside clean-up was carried out in April. There were many 
willing children and young people, along with their leaders and parents, who 
worked hard to pick up littler along most of the roads in town. The department 
of public works with an assist from students picked up the filled litter bags. The 
conservation commission hopes more families will participate in the future so all 
streets and roads can be cleaned. The results are well worth the effort. 


The commission continues its interest in the recycling center at the town dis- 
posal area. We still need some one or some organization to take over this worth- 
while project for the town. 


Through the generosity of two members of the commission and many hours 
of meticulous map work by others, we have been able to make complete sets of 
maps showing the wetlands superimposed on the assessors’ maps. Sets have been 
given to the board of health and to the board of assessors. We have also made ] 
soil maps to the same scale so it is possible to determine the general soil conditions © 
of any parcel in town. | 


Francis Vazza of Vazza Properties, Inc. has offered to deed to the town about 
30 acres of land to the rear of his development off Farm Street. A portion of this 
land is dry and is entirely wooded with oak and pine. In order to have access to 
this dry section, the commission has agreed to purchase one house lot for $7,000. 
The annual town meeting voted $6,000 for this purpose, the balance to come from - 
the conservation fund. At year end this property had not yet been deeded to the 
town. 


Another agreement has been successfully concluded during the year. Mrs, Mary 
C. Herter has granted to the town a conservation restriction on about 156 acres 
of her land on Causeway Street. The terms of the restriction provide that the land 
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be used for “‘agricultural, farming, forest or outdoor recreational purposes” 
‘by the present owner and any subsequent owners, so that the land and water area 
will “remain predominantly in its natural condition.” The agreement “does not 
grant to the town or the public any right to enter” upon the land except “for the 
enforcement of the...restrictions.” This valuable contribution toward the protec- 
tion of our watershed also guarantees a large open space of great natural beauty 
that can be enjoyed by all who pass on Causeway Street. 


During the fall months some members of the commission attended a nine- 
session seminar on the Wetlands Protection Act held at Stony Brook Audubon 
Sanctuary in Norfolk. Lectures, discussions and field trips assisted members in 
learning how to recognize the areas included in the term “wetland” under the law 
and how to go about protecting such areas. Instructors included a lawyer, hydrol- 
ogist, biologist, two geologists and engineers. Other meetings attended in an effort 
to increase our service to the town, covered ground water-water supply, land use, 
and regional waste-water treatment problems. Towns are being encouraged to seek 
assistance from the federal, state and county technicians in solving problems on a 
regional basis. 


In the last few months we have been meeting with a planner from Metcalf and 
Eddy in order to assist in the preparation of an open space and recreation plan for 
the town. This should be completed early in 1974. In the meantime we hope to 
have some specific options to present to the annual town meeting.

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Two special services were offered by the Board of Health Nursing Service to the 
community. The diabetic detection program was conducted for the residents at 
‘Kennedy Terrace on June 19, 1973. The second, a cancer detection program which 
included breast examination and pap smear, was held on November 11, 1973. These 
programs were offered free of charge and hopefully will be offered again in 19,4. 


Many ask the question, “What are the functions of the school nurse?” A public 
health nurse includes school nursing. Because of her medical knowledge, academic 
preparation and professional skill, the school nurse is the only member of the 
faculty qualified to: (1) Assess and evaluate health and developmental status of 
pupils in order to make a nursing diagnosis and to establish priority for action. 
| (2) Interpret health and developmental status of pupil for parent, school personnel 
_ and for pupil. (3) Interpret results of medical findings concerning pupil for parents, 
_ school personnel and for pupil. (4) Counsel pupil, parents, and school personnel 
and plan action for eliminating, minimizing or accepting health problems that 
interfere with effective learning by pupil. (5) Assist persons responsible for pupil’s 
health to find and use appropriate resource material. (6) Recommend modification 
in the educational program to administrator when health or developmental status 
of pupil indicates need for such action. (7) Serve as health consultant and resource 
person in health instruction and curriculum planning by providing current scien- 
tific information from related fields. (8) Use direct health services as vehicle for 
health counseling. (9) Serve as liaison between parent, school and community in 
health matters. (10) Serve as a member of placement committee for special 
educational programs. 


The primary function of the school nurse is to strengthen the educational pro- 
cess through improvement of the health status of children and youth.

The Professional-Medical Advisory Committee has met throughout the year to 
review and approve policies of the Millis Board of Health Nursing Service. This 
year the committee approved a new emergency guide to be used by the agency.

REPORT OF THE INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION 


From the point of view of worthwhile future industrial development in the 
town of Millis — development that would have optimum desirability from the 
point of view of all residents of our community — the industrial development 
committee has for a long time felt that an overall well-considered and well- 


engineered master plan for the town is most important, and has so commented 
in the last two annual reports. 


Happily such a plan is now in the state of active study under the guidance of 
the planning board, and should be presented to the town for possible acceptance, 
either at the next town meeting or shortly thereafter. 


The industrial development committee has attended open meetings connected 
with the matter, has met for briefing sessions individually with people concerned, 
and has devoted one meeting to the presentation of matters connected with in- 
dustrial development to a representative of the engineering firm, Metcalf & Eddy, 
working up proposed details of the plan. 


During the past year the IDC has met also with various other town committees 
on industrial related matters, such as land use. 


Various inquiries from outside firms interested in the possibility of locating in 
Millis have been processed. IDC members have attended certain area and state 
sponsored meetings concerned with matters affecting industrial development 
techniques in towns like ours and related items. 


The IDC has inaugurated a program of contacts with industrial units located 
here to get first hand comments on the advantages and disadvantages of a Millis 
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location. A most constructive meeting and plant visit was made with Harvard 
Apparatus, its chief executive being host to our group. 


A questionnaire (issued in cooperation with the master plan engineers) has been 
sent to Millis industrial and commercial units and returning questionnaires are bei 
tabulated. A questionnaire to Millis citizens, relative to their attitudes towards 
industry, is also being evaluated.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT PEST CONTROL 


During the year 1973 the insect pest control department encountered many 
problems. 


All the town-owned elm trees were sprayed in May and July and those found 
to have Dutch Elm Disease were removed. 


The Oak Leaf Skeletonizer, the Fall Web and the Tent Caterpillar have been 
on the increase. Spraying for these insects begins in the spring when they are 
hatching from their dormant stage. 


In the past year this department has been working in conjunction with the 
Massachusetts Department of Natural Resources on a problem that has been 
facing this town and neighboring towns known as the Gypsy Moth. Both depart- 
ments conducted several surveys and determined that the Gypsy Moth is on the 


uprise. It is the opinion of the departments that this problem be kept under close 
Surveillance now and in the future as well.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


I would like to thank the community for the tremendous support they have 

| shown their police department in 1973. The department has had some trying times 
4m enforcing the law in recent years and the support shown by the townspeople has 
been heartwarming and greatly appreciated. I find this especially true with the large 
majority of youth in town. I observe youths from many different communities in 
court and in various situations within the county, and I feel very proud of the youth 
of the Millis community. 


Millis has been a pilot program on juvenile delinquency through the efforts of 
Juvenile Probation Officer, Thomas Dolan. Mr. Dolan and I, along with Detective 
William Carlson, have initiated a program in dealing with juvenile matters here at 
the station and not before the court. This program has been so successful that Mr. 
Dolan plans to implement it in other communities. 


Through the assistance of the Millis Lions Club, the police department has start- 
ed Operation Identification. This project offers homeowners the use of one of our 
engravers donated by the Lions Club to permanently engrave all household items 
of value. It also offers an inventory list of all valuable items in the home and a stick- 
er for the front door to let would-be thieves know that all items are properly marked 
for identification in the case of a theft. I thank the Lions Club for this effort and 
hope it will be a deterrent in house breaks in our community. 


There are some things the department would ask of the community this year. We 
find that during a power failure emergency hundreds of calls are received at the 
station as to when the power will be back on. The department, of course, has no 
way of knowing this and our switchboard is flooded to a point that we cannot 
handle other emergencies properly. The department would suggest calling Edison 
in this situation so we may properly utilize our switchboard for the many other 
calls in this type of situation. 


A similar situation exists during the winter months when many youngsters call 
to see if there is skating. Most usually they call on the emergency number which 
should be reserved for strictly emergency purposes. As the department of public 
works has control of the ice surface, we would suggest calling that number when- 
ever possible. 


Again thanking you for your cooperation in the past and your anticipated 
cooperation in the future.

Street; Article 43 — constructed a new building for storage at the Cemetery. 


Other improvements made during the year included full subdivision control in- 
spections, adoption of new water rules and regulations, completion of the cleaning 
and painting of the Farm Street standpipe, replacement of nine defective hydrants, 
started plans to help alleviate the overload at the Sewer Treatment plant, installa- 
tions of a new sidewalk on Main Street, Village Street, Norfolk Road and Exchange 
Street were also resurfaced. 


A full time position of town mechanic was created. This position has enabled the 
town to maintain and repair all town vehicles from all departments including fire, 
police, ambulance, school and public works. It has also allowed much repair work 
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to be done on small equipment used by the park, cemetery and tree divisions. The 
mechanic has also instituted a preventative maintenance program for all vehicles 
that has resulted in a substantial savings in repair work. 


Use of the town park was increased during the past year with many varied organ- 
izations requesting the scheduling of different events. The tennis program under the 
direction of Aram Karoghlanian was again a complete success with many youngste 
participating. 


The tree division had a busy year. A mini-tornado in the spring felled many trees ° 
that lay in its path and necessitated many hours of labor to clean up after the disas- 
ter. 


A great deal of work was accomplished in the cemetery division during the year. — 
Permanent maps were made of each section, Section D was regraded, trees were re- — 
moved to improve Section E, Section A was enlarged, a new storage building was 
erected and a new set of rules and regulations was adopted. 


In September a new two-way radio system was installed in all public works / 
vehicles. The resulting improvement in providing efficient service to the town was 
evident during a number of severe storms during the year and in other emergency 
situations that occurred. 


A recycling system was instituted at the disposal area. Waste paper recycling 


continues to profit the townspeople. The price of recycled paper has nearly doubled 
in the past year. 


Prominent in the board’s activities was to commence the implementation of the 
articles passed at the special town meeting on November 13, 1972, which called for 
the purchase of the well site, construction of a gravel-packed well and pump house 
and a computerized technical analysis of the present water distribution system. The 
analysis will disclose the priority and extent of the needed betterments to enable 
the commissioners to establish a long range improvement program. 


Plans and specifications for the new well were prepared by Anderson-Nichols & 
Company Inc., Boston, consulting engineers for the board, and advertised in the 
spring. Layne-New England Company completed a successful well and testing pro- 


gram late in August. Water of excellent quality at over a half-million gallons a day 
for continuous pumping was obtained. 


The pumping Station access road and water discharge main contract was awarded 
to the low bidder, Delmont Water Construction Company Inc. Plans and specifica- 
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Contracts for this project were awarded to Layne-New England Company for 
construction of gravel-packed well at $24,913 and Delmont Water Construction 
))€ompany Inc. for the construction of an access road and discharge piping at 
$29,858. 


Improvements were made to the area at Richardson’s Pond during the year. A 
new dam was built, drainage pipe installed, fill hauled in and graded to create a 


Picnic area. Three picnic tables were made and installed. Cooking grills and park 
benches were also added. 


The department completed drainage projects during the year under Article 24 
s follows: 10 Village Street, 34 Bow Street, 316 Village Street, 23 Birch Street, 
954 Main Street, 40 Baltimore Street, 28 Forest Road, 195 Ridge Street, 42 Village

“Millis and seven area towns when a vocational technical school district was created. 


Millis’ proportionate share of the $84,600.00 budget amounted to $5,896.62. 
we to a lack of a quorum at the April, 1973 Special Town Meeting, this amount 
_ will be carried to 1974 as an unpaid bill. 
The school committee is comprised of 11 members, consisting of one represent- 
ative each from the towns of Millis, Medway, Medfield, Norfolk, and Sherbom. 
‘The larger towns of Franklin, North Attleboro and Walpole appoint two represent- 
atives each to the committee. Loring Maxwell of Medway was elected as chairman 
of the committee; Arthur Hillman and John Kraskouskas, both of North Attleboro, 
were elected to serve as vice-chairman and secretary, respectively; and Richard 
Holman of Walpole was elected to serve as treasurer. 
| Onginally 11 towns were concerned with this vocational facility but to date only 
the above-mentioned eight towns have voted their approval. The town of Seekonk 
_ has petitioned to be allowed to join the district. 
Robert W. McDonough of 1040 Main Street was appointed the town’s represent- 
_ ative to the district school committee by a three-member committee in Millis, com- 


_ prised of the chairman of the board of selectmen,chairman of the school committee 
‘and the town moderator. 


Temporary offices are located at 15 Rockwood Road, Norfolk. Hours are from 


9:00 A.M. to 1:00 P.M., Monday through Friday. The telephone number is

The committee has interviewed candidates to fill the position of superintendent-

It is hoped that a school bond issue will be voted in 
1975. A site committee has been established and is investigating possible locations 
for the school which will serve grades 9-12, possibly 13 and 14, summer classes 
and night school.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY STAFF AND TRUSTEES 


rn The energy crisis consumes everyone’s attention and affects every aspect of our 


fives. How does it affect the public library? 


_ Our goal is to reduce use of electricity and fuel without curtailing essential ser- 
_ yice to the public. State recommendations suggest a change to morning hours in- 
_ stead of evening hours, wherever practicable. We are considering a change of two 
“evening to two momings in compliance with this suggestion. 
| 


The gasoline shortage may encourage more use of local recreational facilities 
) imeluding the public library for recreational reading. This possibility led us to 
‘eXamine present use of the library. We found that two-thirds of Millis residents 
have an adult or child’s registration on file. Since many others come to the library 
for meetings on a regular basis, it is fair to conclude that few Millis people are 
_ complete non-users of the public library. We are happy to note also that the newest 
” residents of the town are intellectually alert types who make a stop at the library 
one of their first priorities in settling in. They are aware of the old saying: Reading 
is to the mind what exercise is to the body. 


: Special thanks this year go to three groups. In November, the library received a 

_ gift of $116.50 for a special library use from the Women’s Clubs of St. Paul’s 

: Church, St. Thomas the Apostle Church, The Church of Christ, and Ael-Chunon 

Congregation. We are most grateful to these friends of the library. The Sibbel 

Purdy Memorial Fund was established on February 9, 1973, with an initial deposit 

of $315, representing donations from friends and relatives of the former librarian 

_ who was bom in Millis very shortly after its incorporation as a town. The fund in- 

_ creased in 1973 to over $400. Further donations may be sent to the Medway 
Savings Bank, Millis office, or to the library, so that this fund may grow sufficient- 
ly to be established as a permanent trust fund with both historical and library- 
orientated significance.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


Consistent with my policy of keeping the town of Millis out of court, the num- 
ber of court appearances in 1973 have decreased from prior years. 


One of the more significant matters handled by this office, however, was the 
) ease of Cott Beverages vs. Board of Assessors of the town of Millis, which was 

) tried before the Appellate Tax Board. That board granted an abatement to the 
petitioner of approximately fifty per cent of the amount in dispute. This office 
has asked for a report of findings which will be used to determine whether or 
not the matter will be appealed to the Massachusetts Supreme Court. 


The case of Town of Millis vs. M.B.T.A. which questions the constitutionality 
of the M_B.T.A. assessment against this town is still pending before the supreme 
‘court. Progress has been made during 1973, however, and Judge Francis Quirico 
has decided to reserve and report the matter for hearing before the full bench of 
the Supreme Judicial Court. This hearing should take place during 1974, and will 
likely have a significant impact on the entire M.B.T.A. structure and towns within 

the district of the M.B.T.A. 


The sparsity of litigation during 1973 is no barometer for the amount of time 
spent by this office in the legal affairs of the town of Millis. Matters of significant 
legal import to the town have been handled during this year, most notably in the 
area of eminent domain and zoning. Town counsel has attended almost every 
_ selectmen’s meeting during the year, and provided legal advice to a substantial 
majority of the boards, committees and commissions of the town. 


The role of town counsel, and the burden of handling controversial and techni- 


cal legal issues, is significantly lightened by the cooperation of a dedicated and 
able board of selectmen.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The board organized on April 24, 1973. Donald M. Kuhn was elected chai 
and Joseph L. Travers, Jr. clerk. Gordon W. McFetridge served as the third me 
ber. Regular meetings were continued on alternate Mondays; but as in years pa 
many special meetings also were held. 


As the year ended we undertook the first step in the installation of a 911 
emergency telephone system for the town. 


number and the ease of remembering, particularly for children and those under x 
stress, one short, standard emergency number. There are other features of the 91] 
system which will be helpful to the emergency crews and which are not now avaik 
able to the town under the standard telephone system. 


The 911 system is operating in Medfield and 35 other Massachusetts towns and 
cities, including such populous areas as Springfield. Millis is fortunate in having an 
already centralized dispatch center which will require very little modification to 
install the new system. However, the telephone company must complete its engin- 
eering of the system and then make a series of adjustments in the Main Street 
central office. Because of the planning and work involved for the telephone 
company, it is anticipated the system will not be operative for two years. Police 


Chief George J. Smith, Jr. is the liaison between the town and the telephone 
company. 


We are still pursuing in the courts the constitutionality of the MBTA assessmen' 
to Millis without service. It is anticipated this case will be heard during 1974; and, 
if the decision of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court is in favor of the town, 
it will have far-reaching effects on the other MBTA towns and the MBTA itself. 


There is another facet of public transportation we have been exploring, that of 
Possibly Tesurrecting rail service to Millis on the Penn Central line. The MBTA has ~ 
informed us, because of the economics of the situation, the outlook is bleak for 
such service but has promised to investigate and report back to us. 


During 1973 Millis received $] 10,490 in federal revenue sharing funds. The 
amount received between the inception of the program in late 1972 through the 
month of January 1974 totalled $176,530, of which $100,000 was allocated by 
town meeting vote in 1973 to police regular wages for the 18-month fiscal year 
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ending June 30, 1974. The balance of the funds has been invested by Treasurer 
"William Mallette and will be available, with the interest accrued, for future town 
_ meeting action. 


The net effect of the revenue sharing funds expended in 1973 was, of course, 
a tax rate reduction. This should be kept in mind because, unless revenue sharing 
is extended beyond the current five-year limit or a similar program replaces it, the 
town faces some major tax adjustments at its demise. There is a bill before the 
United States Congress which would alter some aspects of revenue sharing and we 
are keeping pressure on the federal government to continue to honor its commit- 
ments to the current revenue sharing program and philosophy. 


The new disposal site on the north side of Island Road, with some good for- 
tune, will be open by summer and the Millis Board of Public Works has indicated 
it will attempt to have the area ready in May, 1974. 


The state department of public health has, as a condition of approval of the 
new site, stipulated a disposal engineer be engaged by the town to oversee the 
implementation of the sanitary landfill plan. This will probably add more than 
$8,000 to the cost of the first year’s operation and, because it appears we have 
no choice but to comply, the funds for same will be requested at the 1974 annual 
town meeting. 


During the year we also were advised of changing standards of the state depart- 
ment of public health and there is a distinct possibility additional problems may 
anse regarding the closing of the old dump. 


The first conservation easement granted to the town of Millis was recorded in 
1973. Mary C. Herter, wife of the late United States Secretary of State Christian 
A. Herter, restricted two parcels totalling more than 150 acres of her Causeway 
Street property to such activities as agriculture and forestry to protect the natural 
and watershed resources of the town. The conservation easement, to be adminis- 
tered by the Millis Conservation Commission, does not grant any resident the right 
to enter the property; but the retention of this beautiful area in its natural state 
will increase in value to the community as a whole as the years pass. This is a very 
forward-thinking act on Mrs. Herter’s part and we are deeply grateful. 


Many hours during the year were devoted to complaints about zoning and build- 
ing code violations. Meetings were held with property owners to determine whether 
violations did exist. Subsequently some of the apparent violations were corrected 
and several property owners petitioned the zoning board of appeals for relief. One 
apparent building code violation is currently the subject of a superior court case. 
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Under the present organization of the town, with part-time building and other _ 
inspectors, the policing of the building and zoning bylaws is difficult and the in- 
creasing complaints may lead to a full-time building-zoning inspector. 1 


Millis did not escape the “energy crisis” or crude oil shortage. Heating oil, which 
cost us less than 15 cents per gallon in September of 1972,was bid at a low of i 
21.85 cents per gallon in September of 1973 and rose to 42.7 cents by the first of { 
December 1973. A glimmer of hope arrived in mid-January 1974 when our oil sup- 
plier notified us the price of oil had been reduced to 36.54 cents per gallon. .

Our gasoline supplier, Gulf Oil Company, notified Millis towards the end of 
1973 of a reduction in allocation of gasoline to 90 per cent of that delivered in the 
corresponding month of 1972. With the cooperation of all departments affected, 
conservation measures were instituted; and if the allocations are not further re- 
duced and we are not subject to snow fall and sanding requirements greatly in 
excess of 1972, we anticipate being able to “make do.” However, the balance is 
precarious at best and we will have to face the problems as they arise. 


Another consequence of the energy crisis is the postponement of the improve- 
ments planned for street lighting. We had anticipated replacing the existing 800 
lumen lights throughout town with mercury vapor lights of 3500 lumens or more. 
Because of the rate structure for street lights, this would have given four times the 
light for a minimal increase in cost. 


Our area experienced a severe ice storm on December 17 and some buildings 
were without electricity for the better part of two cold days. One of the most 
frustrating aspects was our inability to contact Boston Edison Company by tele- 
phone or otherwise. As a result, Leo Fleming of the Boston Edison Walpole office 
recommended to his company a procedure which will allow a liaison to be stationed 
at the Millis police and fire station during such emergencies. We anticipate this 
arrangement will be put into action in future emergencies and will result in better 
communications between the community and the public utility. 


The town is still in the same situation as last year in connection with a town hall; 
the assessors operate from a substandard building which now has a leaking roof. The 
building inspector, wire inspector, board of health and two clerks operate from an 
Office in the town hall which is 9 by 14 feet and has an 8-foot circular alcove con- 
taining 5 file cabinets and a 2 by 4 foot copier. In addition, this town hall office is 
used at times for committee meetings. When the needs of the several departments

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Fire Chief John Ward retired December 31, 1973, after 46 years of faithful 

service in the fire department. He was an active and effective civic-minded person 
and is to be commended for his work. A testimonial was held for him on January 
25, 1974, at the Glen Ellen Country Club. Police Chief George J. Smith, Jr. was 


appointed acting fire chief until June 1, 1974, to fill the vacancy created by Chief 
Ward’s retirement. 


Changes in the police force during 1973 included the appointment of Vincent 
P. Dennis as a patrolman under civil service, the resignation of Patrolman Francis 
X. Hines and the retirement of Patrolman Thomas Matthews. 


Although we had civil service certification list requests outstanding a good part 
of the year, the few received from the Massachusetts Civil Service Commission 
brought almost no response from applicants. The confusion and backlog in the 
civil service offices appears to be such that many of those passing the examinations 
in the last few years, including the Millis provisional patrolmen, were not certified 
for the 1973 lists. The immediate future does not look any better and we feel this 
unfortunate situation is creating unnecessary hardships for both the officers and 
the administrators of our police department. 


The 1973 annual town meeting adopted the police incentive pay general statute 
which increases police officers’ wages by stated percentages for certain college 
credits. Theoretically, the state reimburses the town for one-half of the cost. In 
practice, no state funds are available and it is unlikely they will be. The entire cost 
is being borne by the town; and Millis, along with many other towns, has been pro- 
testing this situation to state representatives and senators as well as the state secre- 
tary of administration and finance and others. 


As per the intent of the enabling federal law, the Emergency Employment Act 
of 1971 program was almost phased out by the end of 1973. From late 1971 
through 1973 EEA paid the salaries of four municipal employees for varying 
lengths of time. Two transferred from the EEA program to the town payroll during 
1973. Patrolman Lawrence Brackett will end his EEA employment in May 1974 
and will transfer to the town payroll at that time. The fourth EEA employee, 
Recreation Supervisor Cheryl Fleischer, resigned November 30 and was replaced, 
through town funds on a part-time basis, by Carol Geraghty. 


We are two-thirds through the 18-months fiscal year, the transition between a 
fiscal year coinciding with the calendar year to a fiscal year beginning July 1 and 
ending June 30. Since our last report, the law has been changed to allow a six- 
month real estate tax bill to be issued the first half of 1974. It is anticipated the 
necessity of getting the bills ready several months earlier than usual will present 
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many problems but we are hopeful they can be solved. Payment of the six-month 
tax bill is due no later than May 1 or it will be subject to interest charges from 


April 1. 


A gift of real estate on Village Street was accepted from the House of Jacob 
Synagogue by vote at the May 7 special town meeting. Unfortunately, difficulties 
in transferring the title have cropped up but we are continuing our efforts to 
resolve them. 


: 
By the overwhelming secret ballot vote of 243 to 40 at the special town meeting 


on April 23, Millis’ entry into a regional technical-vocational school district was 
approved. However, because of our bylaw in effect at the time which required 10 
per cent of the registered voters to be present for appropriations over $200, the 
town meeting was unable to appropriate funds for the initial phase of the school. 
An adjourned meeting session on May 7 was also unable to take action on the funds 
for the same reason. 


The ballot vote committed the town to support the regional school and we have 
a bill of $5,900 from the regional school district for our share of the budget through 
June 30, 1974. The budget for the regional school for the year beginning July 1, 
1974, has been set at $214,557, of which Millis will pay 6.8 per cent or $14,589.88. 


We would also point out that the frustration at the spring special town meeting 
prompted the voters in their wisdom to reduce the quorum for such appropriations 
to 5 per cent of the registered voters. Up to this time the effectiveness of the current 


quorum has not been tested because it has not been necessary to call a special town 
meeting. 


Some other highlights of the year 1973 included: permits received from the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works for 16 stop signs which, we believe, | 
makes all stop signs in Millis legal and subject to strict enforcement by the police 
department; opening of a medical center on Main Street, bringing additional medi- | 
cal facilities to our growing town; and completion of the school zone on Plain Street — 
and receipt of $3,100 from the Commonwealth as reimbursement. The engineering 
of Route 109 from Plain Street to the Medfield line by the state is nearing comple- 


tion and, hopefully, the end result will be a widened roadway in this area to reduce 
the traffic hazards. 


With the town’s population now well over 6,000, the complexities of government 
grow and we acknowledge with thanks the assistance we have received from Town 
Counsel John St. Cyr who faithfully attends our meetings. 
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It behooves all citizens to take an active part in town government not only at 
_ town meeting time but all through the year. Many factors affect what it costs to 
mun the town. However, the town meeting votes on appropriations have a drastic 
effect on your tax rate and it is therefore important that you attend all town 
meetings. 

Because a well-informed citizenry is one of the most powerful forces for effec- 
tive and efficient govemment, we urge you to attend the meetings of the various 
boards and committees, times and dates of which are required to be posted on the 
town hall bulletin board. You would be even more effective if you worked with 
or on the town committees and we suggest you complete and return to our office 
the GOOD GOVERNMENT card enclosed with this report. With your help, we 
are sure the town of Millis will improve throughout the year 1974.

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ri REPORT OF THE TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


The requirements of the accounting office during the transition fiscal year have 
‘been quite complex. To provide the citizens of Millis with the detailed report of 
__eash receipts and expenditures of the various departments during the calendar year 
and to continue to keep the financial affairs of the town in continuous operation 
has been most trying. 


Everyone knew that it would be a year of trial and error as the law governing 
the transition was continually being amended by the Legislature. It is in this spirit 
that I have compiled my report showing the departmental expenditure through the 

_ period ending January 15, 1974, instead of December 31, 1973. This report will 
provide the finance committee and all boards with a more realistic record of the 
departments’ expenditures for the year. This is caused by the law requiring that all 
bills should be submitted for payment and paid on or before January 15th. By pro 
viding the statement of expenditure through the 15th I will have included all bills 
of 1973. However, it must be understood that all wage accounts show the expendi- 
tures for wages through the period ending January 12th as that is the date for 
closing of wages paid on the 15th. 


The other feature of this year’s financial report of interest is the detail of the 
Teceipt, interest received from investment and subsequent expenditures, as voted 
by the town for police wages, of the revenue sharing money received from the 
Federal Government. 


I would at this time wish to publicly thank the other financial officers of the 
town, Mr. Edgar Main, tax collector, and Mr. William Mallette, town treasurer for 
_ their cooperation and consistent outstanding performance of their jobs in the 
interest of the citizens of Millis.
